REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. IS The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance 
because: 

Applicant argues that Ohishi does not disclose a horizontal portion at an end of a discharge duct and further does not disclose 
that the airflow is inclined. Although it is clear from applicant's arguments, both in the current reply and in previous ones, what 
applicant is intending to claim, applicant's claim language does not specifically claim those things. With regards to the 
horizontal portion applicant does not claim that the horizontal portion is the end or part of it. rather it only claims that it located 
at the end. The horizontal portion of Ohishi extends to the end and therefore at least part of it can be considered to be located 
at the end of the duct. Also it should be noted the end (24) is also made of two eccentric sidewalls. With regards to air flows 
being inclined, clearly at least the diagram labeled 41 and the angle below it show that the air is inclined. It appears applicant 
is arguing a non-standard definition for inclined although it is not entirely clear what that is. The standard definition is making 
an angle with a line or plane. Clearly the airflow 41 is inclined with respect to line P4. Accordingly applicant's arguments are 
not found persuasive. The amendments will be entered, however, since thev only cancel claims .
